Describing him aa.one who 
"nobly sacrificed: his’ life on the 
altar. of justice," the, Canton 
Gazette gives some details of the 
career of Wei Teh, a cabin boy, who 
assassinated Generan Hung Shao- 
lin aboard the 5.3. President Pierce 
recently, 

It is stated ‘that Wei Teh was a 
native of the’ Chung Shan district 
and was 27 years of age.’ He was 
born of a poor family and studied 
in Queen's College, Hongkong. 
Soon after he left school he served 
on board thé s,s. Empress‘of Russia 
ag a deck boy. During the rebel- 
lion of Chan: King-ming in Canton, 
he together with his, comrades 
Ying-chi and Wong 
Hong-tung, organised a propaganda 
society in order to denounce .the 
crimes af Chan King-ming. 

After this, he ‘established an 
“Overseas’ Union of Fund Raising” 
and after the late Dr. Sun returne! 
to Canton, he together’; with his 
comrades’ organised a performance 
society called “Min Shing’ on 
board the ss, Empress pf Russia, 
so as to raise funds: for the North- 
ern Expedition. 

At that time ‘he was iiominated 
to join the Luen Yee Seciety.° by 
Messrs. Wong and Yip, “but soon 
after he enlisted, he was not fav- 
oured by Chung Kwoon-kit (mem- 
Ger of the,conservative pavty) chief 
steward of Empresa of Tussia, so 
three’ of them resignttt. Soon 
after he left there, he jolned the 
s.s. Cheung Sing a3 2 chief steward 
while Yip and Wong seryrt in the 
3.3, President Grant. “Waregt 
Chung Sing’ for - some 
joined 3.3.

An 
inspection. is made for minor 
structural illegalities, rat-runs 
and similar holes are’ filled in 
with cement al once and ali rub- 
bish ig caried away.” This, the 
ordinary poutine work in Chinese 
residential areas, has had most 
yaluable results. The seryants 
quarters of European houses pro- 
vide tho link betweon “ China- 
town” and western sanitation, 
and might canily prove the moans 
of infective contact, The intro-

SEIZED GOODS. 


; ,» WRONGFUL PROCEDURE. 


A juaemeat concerning - goods 
seized for arrears of rent was de 
livered by Mr, Justice Wood, in 
the Summary Court this morning, 
The plaintiff was Li Chok- -yuen, 
and the defendants Lau Han- -sung 
and Gheong Yuu-chee, the latter 
being managing partner of the 
firm Tung Tai, who claimed for 
wrongful distress. Mr. C. AL S 
Ruzs appeared ‘for the: clairiant 
and Mr. R. A.’ Wadeson for the 
owner of the premises. , 

For three years, he said, prior 
to the issue of the warrant, a thire 
floor room at 107, Wing Lok 
Street, was occupied by & mar 
who was master of river 
.sttamer, and there were aie sign- 
boards there with the names of 
the “Tung Tai” and “Yat Wo 0” 
firma, At the time of the issue 
of the warrant, the tenant was two 
months jn. arrears of rent. A 
quantity of goods were seized, and 
the goods were claimed at the 
time as belonging to the “Tung 
Tal” firm. In the Colony, only 
goods {nthe apparent, possession 
of the teriant could be seized, and 
the question to be decided was 
whether the goods were or were 
not in the apparent possession of 
the tenant, In his opinion, there 
could be no doubt th at they were 
not in the apparent posxeasion of 
the tenant, and distress had been 
wrongful. 

He ordered that the: property 
seized should be released to the 
elaimant unconditionally; and, 
further, owing to the irregular 
way in which the claim had been 
presented to the Court he ordered 
that.ecach party should pay their
